So 
with all her material possessions, an 
antiquated typewriter, one suitcase, 
and three dollars, she rented a small, 
unfurnished flat. 

Today, less than a year later, the 
Blessed Martin de Porres Flat is well 
established as a social center for Ne- 
groes. Its purpose is to lead men back 
to God and to the observance of His 
Commandments in order to save 
democracy and Christianity and thus 
preserve freedom and the souls of
